NIGHT SESSION. 


The bill authorizing the Board of 
Commissioners of Davidson county 
to establish a Teachers Institute or 
Normal School at Lexington, passed 
its readings.

Mr. Love returned to the Senate 
the thirty-five prohibition __ bills 
which constitute theOQmnibus Liquor 
bill from the Committee on Proposi- 
tions and Grievances, with an un- 
favorable report. Mr. Love stated 
that the Committee thought proper 
to pursue this course on account of 
the rebuke of the Senate in passing 
Mr. Miller’s single bill. 


Rules Suspended. 


On motion of Mr. Norwood, the

HOUSE REPRESENTATIVES. 


Mr. Speaker Robinson called the 
House to order at 10:30 a. m. 

Journal of yesterday was read and 
approved. 

A number of petitions were read 
and appropriately disposed of. 

Messrs. Marler, Moring, Gidney, 
Bennett, Stanford and Brown of 
Mecklenburg, submitted reports from 
Standing Committee. 

By Mr. Perry, of Bladen, a resolu- 
tion respecting the Big Swamp in 
the counties of Bladen and Robeson. 
Referred. 

By Mr. Richardson, a bill to ineor- 
porate the Machine and Car Compa- 
ny of Wilmington, N.C. Referred. 

By Lloyd, col., a bill to incorporate 
the Farmers’, Mechanies’ and La- 
borers’ Union Aid Association of New 
Hanover county. Referred. 

Mr. Trivett presented a protest 
against the eleventh section 
ot the consolidation bill, which pro- 
vides that no person who _ has violat- 
ed a fiduciary trust shall be a ecom- 
missioner for the sale of the consoli- 
dation bonds. The protest was sign- 
ws by a number of Republican mem- 
EPs, 

Mr. Jones, of Caldwell, contended 
that there was no right to protest 
against any particularclause in a bill 
but a right to protest against the 
whole bill. Besides its language was 
disrespectful to a large number of 
members on the floor. It ascribed 
improper motives to those who voted 
ior the section. He moved that the 
protest be not received. 

Mr: Houston cencurred with Mr. 
Jones. 

Mr. McGehee also thought that the 
protest was unbecoming in its lan- 
yuage. Hedid not think a preten- 
ded constitutional right should be 
made a medium of insult. In his 
opinion the protest was an indignity, 
and he was inelined to the opinion 
tiiat its signers should be brought to 
the bar of the House. 

Mr. Brown, of Mecklenburg, con- 
curred with Mr. MeGehee. 

Mr. Jones, of Caldwell, called at- 
tention to the manuscript of the pro- 
test,and tothe printed word ‘‘protest,”’ 
which appeared above the first clause. 
Mr. Jones said that the gentleman 
from Ashe (Mr. Trivett) should have 
shaved his paper more closely. It 
was patent that this ‘‘protest’’ was 
not the creature of Mr. Trivett, but 
had been dictated to him and he had 
been driven to present it by the party 
la-h. This infamous document was 
concocted by outside parties. 

Mr. Speaker Robinson ruled that 
as the ‘‘protest’’ was disrespectful in 
its language to other members of 
the House, it could not be received. 

Mr. Dula wanted the ‘protest’ 
read. 

Mr. MeGehee objected to its being 
read again, and the Speaker sustained 
him. 


Mr. Trivett said he had no wish to 
offer anything which would excite 
feeling. He bowed to the decision of 
the Chair and would withdraw the 
document. 


[The section protested against pro- 
vides that no one who has refused to 
testify before any committee, legisla- 
tive orotherwise,concerning the viola- 
tion ofany puolic trust ‘on the ground 
of self-crimination, or who has re- 
fused to return the fraudulent special 
tax bonds to the State Treasury, shall 
not be on tye Board of Commission- 
ioners to sell the proposed consolida- 
tion bonds. The ‘‘protest’’ r ecites 
that the section was conceived in 
prejudice and partisan malignity 
and was aimed at persons on account 
of political hate,and that such action 
was unworthy of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, etc. ] 

On motion of Mr. Bennett, the 
resolution asking the Supreme Court 
to give their opinion as to the right 
of the General Assembly to order an 
election on the first Thursday in Au- 
gust next for certain Judges, (two 
Supreme and two Superior Court 
Judges,) was taken up. 

Mr. MeNeill opposed the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Craige moved to indefinitely 
postpone the resolution. He took 
the ground that the Supreme Court 
could only rightfully take jurisdic— 
tion of matters which came before 
it by appeal and claims against 
the State, &c. 

After some further debatethe yeas 
and nays were called, and the motion 
to indefinitely postpone was rejected 
by a vote of yeas 38, nays 53. 

Mr. Brown, of Mecklenburg, moved 
to strike out “‘Supreme Court’’ and 
insert *‘Attorney General.’’ Lost. 

The resolution was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Jones, of Cald- 
well, the resolution in favor of Josiah 
Turner, Jr., was taken up and passed 
its several readings. 

On motion of Mr. McGehee, the 
Senate resolution providing for the

Mr. McGehee explained the objects

The renomination of Gov. Inger- 


soll by the Connecticut Democratic 
State Convention gives great satis- 
faction. It is the almost universal 
opinion in that State that he will be 
elected by a largely increased major- 
ity. 

After a service of fifteen months 
in the Ashantee war, but four Kn- 
vlish marines and none of the blue 
jackets originally engaged remain, 
the rest having either died or been 
incapacitated for further service by 
the effects of the climate.

ington, and is to be in charge of a 
Federal Commissioner, at a salary of 
34,000 a year. A Bureau of Matri- 
monial Infelicities will be next in 
order. 


The fireless locomotives are now 


uttracting much attention. It is 
more than probable that they will 
cause the omnibus and street car 
horse to retire to theshades of private 
life. General Beauregard, President 
of the New Orleans and Carrolton 
Railroad Company, recommends 
them highly. He says they are 
more manageable than horses, being 
more readily stopped and _ started.

Tie assertion that the Virginia 
Conservative members of Congress 
refused to gointo a Democratic cau- 
cus of the members is now denied. 
Two of the Virginia Conservatives 
did enter the caucus, and sickness or 
absence from the city prevented the 
attendance of the others. 

THE immigration committees of 
the Virginia Legislature are consid- 
ering the question of appropriating 
9,000 to aid immigration to that 
State. This is taking astep in the 
right direction, and should the 
amount be appropriated and_ the 
same judiciously and honestly ex- 
pended, it will result in building up 
many of the waste places of that no- 
ble State. 


THE House Military Committee of 
Congress has decided on a bill for the 
reduction of the army, which policy, 
however, is against the remonstra- 
tion of nearly all the prominent mil- 
itary men in the country. The re- 
duction might well commence in the 
South. We think the bayonet rule 
in the Southern States might easily 
be dispensed with without any dan- 
ger tothe Federal government or to 


the life or property of any class of 
citizens. 


THE Senate, on Friday night, con- 


curred in the passage of the bill in- 


corporating the town of Engelhard, 
in the county of Hyde. This town 
is named in compliment of our es- 
teemed friend Major Jos. A. ENGEL- 
HARD, one of the editors and _ propri- 
etors of the Wilmington Journal, 
and the compliment is altogether de- 
served by that gentleman. 

Major ENGELHARD has been, for 
many years,connected with the press 
of North Carolina, and during that 
time has rendered most valuable ser- 
vice to the cause of good government. 
The paper which he, in conjunction 
with another good friend, Col. Wx. 
L. SAUNDERs, editors, has wona 
strong hold upon the confidence and 
affections of the people of the State. 
They know it to be independent, 
honest and accurate and therefore 
give great weight to its utterances. 


THE amendment to the election 
law requiring a voter, when chal- 
lenged, to prove his residence by 
some person known tothe inspectors, 
was suggested by our cotemporary of 
the Journal and promptly adopted 
by the Senate. The idea is a good 
one and we hope the House of Rep- 
resentatives will concur. 

Hundreds of illegal votes are cast 
in Eastern Carolina by men utterly 
unknown to the poll-holders, the 
only requirement being that the voter 
shall, himself, make oath as to his 
residence. 

Let the House concur. 


THE Virginia press generally favor 
the proposed convention of publish- 
ers of that State, called to assemble 
in Richmond to discuss questions of 
peculiar interest to editorsand pub- 
lishers. The Petersburg Jndex- Appeal 
ably argues against the present loose 
and disjointed system exercised in 
the conduct of journalism, and truth- 
fully says: 

‘*People get from the newspapers a 
supply for which they ave not willing 
to furnish a substantial demand. 

People agree to pay x per centage 
on the worth of what they get, and 
do not comply with the terms of the 
contract. 

People do not consent to contribute 
in legitimate patronage towards the 
support of a paper, in anything like 
a fair equivalent to the advantages 
derived by them from it.’’ 


ONE WELLING, Professor in the 
Columbian University, New York,has 
been recently lecturing in New York 
city, to prove that the Mecklenburg 
Declaration of Independence of the 
year 1775 was only a “mythus,’’ and 
that no such event can be historically 
proven. This Professor would pro- 
bably find profitable employment in 
visiting the ‘‘Hornet’s Nest’ for in- 
formation as to this ‘‘mythus.’’ The 
good people of Charlotte, however, 
have no idea of being cheated out of 
their historical memories, and the 
proposed Centennial celebration in 
that place in 1875 will be held, Prof. 
WELLING to the contrary notwith- 
standing. What say our Charlotte 
friends? 


THE recent elections in Great Brit- 
ian seem to have been times of un- 
paralleled strife and excitement. The 
telegraphic reports of scenes occur- 
ring at the voting places are disgrace- 
ful beyond expression. Riots and 
murders were of frequent occurrence, 
While at one point the ballot-boxes 
were stolen from the inspectors and 
not restored until re-captured by the 
police. Military force was called for 
by the municipal authorities of many 
of the larger towns, and their pres- 
ence was actually necessary to sup- 
press disorder and violence. 

Our English cousins who have 
been in the habit of heaping ridicule 
upon republican institutions because 
of occasional acts of violence at elec- 
tions held in this country, and who 
have uniformly ascribed such acts to 
the vicious tendencies of republican 
thought, are hereafter and forever es- 
topped by the unlawful proceedings 
attending their own present contest. 
Remembering the proverb which for- 
bids the throwing of stones to dwell- 
ers in glass houses, they must remain 
perpetually silent upon these sub- 
jects. After all, monarchies are not 
the improvements upon republics 
which they would have us believe.

‘‘pause.’’ CARPENTER avows his pur- 
pose to push his bill providing fora 
new election to a vote. MorRTON ob- 
jects because he desires to retain 
KELLOGG and his associated thieves 
in the offices they have stolen; and 
others hesitate because they fear to 
establish the precedent of Congress- 
ional interference in matters pertain- 
ing to the government of the States 
of the Union. 

Inthe meanwhile the people of 
Louisiaa groan under the burdens 
imposed by irresponsible authority 
and chafe under the deprivation of 
their rights as free citizens of the Re- 
public. The condition of our sister 
State is altogether deplorable and we 
trust that some safe, speedy and gat- 
isfactory solution of the problem 
may be made. 

One good result has come of the 
evil at least. The attention of the 
people of the country has been point- 
edly drawn to the evil result which 
follow Radical ascendancy in the 
Southern States. Senators who two 
years ago would have joyfully sup- 
ported the usurpation because thereby 
they were inflicting punishment 
upon ‘‘rebels’’ now pause, respon- 
sive toa healthier public sentiment 
in their own section, and seek means 
for the redress of the grievances of a 
community which has heretofore 
been the object of their enmity. 


IN the Wilmington Journal of 
Thursday last, under the heading of 
‘Editorial Correspondence,”’ we find 
the following handsome compliment 
to Dr. J. M. Worru, the Senator 
from Randolph : 


“The State Debt has occasioned 
much discussion in the Senate. The 
settlement of the Public Debt of North 
Carolina is a long and dearly cherish- 
ed project of the worthy Senator from 
Randolph, Dr. Worth, but thus far he 
has been able to accomplish nothing 
in this direction. That nothing has 
been done is, however, certainly not 
due to any want of effort on his part 
SO much as to awellsettled conviction 
that it is inexpedient now to do any- 
thing inthe matter. If an y man 
could persuade the Senate Out of its 
convictions, Dr. Worth would do it 
An earnest man,an honest man and a 
mun of soun: sense, one who has, be- 
yond all question, the best interest of 
the State at heart and a good financier 


withal, when he gets up and advo- 


cates his bill for the settlement of the | 


State Debt he produces a strong Ime 
pression, and 7 anything could be 
done just now he would do it. But 
nothing can be done. Our creditors 
will accept no compromise that doe» 
not involve taxation to meet tle 
interest on the amount to which this 
debt is reduced by the compromise, 
and we cannot afford to increase tax- 
ation while the effects of the great 
panic, if not the panic itself, are still 
upon 


Without intending an adoption of 
the views here presented upon the 
subject of the State debt, the NEWS 
desires to add its emphatic endorse- 
ment to the kind things said of the 
Senator from Randolph. We know 
we speak the sentiments of his asso- 
ciates of the Senate when we declare 
that no man in that body hasa larger 
share of the regard, confidence and 
affection of his co-laborers. Patient, 
faithful, earnest and honest, he com- 
mands by his sterling qualities of 
head and heart the esteem and the 
attention of his brother Senators. He 
has illustrated his devotion to North 
Carolina by his prompt and punctual 
attendance upon the sittings of the 
Senate and by the zeal and fidelity 
with which he discharges every duty 
imposed upon him. Fe deserves well 
of his State, and we trust to see her 
give a substantial recognition of his 
services. 


im portant Declaration. 


In the United States Senate on 
Wednesday Mr. Thurman, of Ohio, 
the ablest lawer in the body, perhaps, 
made the following declaration : 

“And now let me tell my friend 
(Mr. Logan) that there is not a 
moneyed business corporation in all 
this land—not a railroad comipany, 
not a banking company, national or 
otherwise, having an act of incorpo- 
tion—that is not subject to the pro- 
visions of the bankrupt law.” 

Mr. Logan replied that Judge Blod- 
gett had decided otherwise. 

Judge ‘Thurman rejoined that other 
lawyers quite as distinguished agreed 
with him. 

Mr. Logan then gave his and 
Judge Blougett’s reason—as follows: 

“The bank-law provides its own 
mode of winding up the national 
banks. It in itself provides the 
manner in which those banks 
shall go‘into liquida.ion, or be 
wound up by a receiver; and inas- 
much as it provides its own mode and 
manner of their being wound up and 
going into the hands of a receciver, 
it takes them out of the purview and 
meaning of the statute of bankruptcy, 
and the courts have so held; and 
that, in my judgmeut, is the law.” 

To which Judge ‘Thurman made 
this overwhelming rejoinder : 

‘Task my friend to put this into 
his thinking cap when he considers 
this subject again; that the provis- 
ion in the bank law providing for 
winding upa national bank under 
the supervision of the Controller of 
the Currency cannot be held to take 
it out of the clause of a bankrupt 
law that had no existence for three 
years afterward. Your bankrupt law 
is the last legislative expression on 
the subject. ‘he bankrupt law was 
passed three years after the national 
banking law; and this law, passed 
three years after the bank law was 
enacted, declares in plain words that 
every moneyed and every business 
corporation of this laud sbali be sub- 
ject to its provisious. Sir, there is 
nothing in the country that will per- 
haps be found more efficient in mak- 
ing the corporations of this country 
—railroads, banks and business cor- 
porations of all kKinds—perform their 
duties and discharge them well than 
the existence of a bankrupt law, that, 
while it is not oppressive, shail yet 
be efficient.’’ 

During the debate, he also said : 

‘‘T cannot give up my own judg- 
ment of words as plain as these: 
‘The provisions of this act shall ap- 
ply to all moneyed, business or com- 
mercial corporations.’ ‘* All money- 
ed,’ that is one class; ‘business’ is 
another; ‘or commercial corpora- 
tions’; ‘and joint stock companies,’ 
If a bank is nota moneyed corpora- 
tion, I do not Know what it is; if it 
is not a business corporation, I do 
not know what it is.”’ 

Congress will probably so alter the 
bankrupt law as to leave this impor- 
tant point no longer in doubt.
